Tributes paid to Hardy's last girl 


FRIENDS and family gathered at the United Church in 
Dorchester to pay tribute to one of Dorchester’s leading 
ladies. 

A service was held to celebrate the life of Norrie Wood- 
hall, the last member of the original Hardy Players, who 
died last month at the age of 105. 

During the service many of her friends and family, as 
well as members of the New Hardy Players, recalled then- 
fond memories of Norrie, including President of the 
Thomas Hardy Society, Lord Fellowes of West Stafford. 


Leading the service was The Reverend Doctor John 
Travell, who described Norrie as “a remarkable part of 
our community and our town”. 

Other tributes came from close friend Devina Symes, 
who spoke on behalf of the New Hardy Players. 

She touched on Nome's life, her talents as both a poet 
and an artist, and the tremendous impact Thomas Hardy 
had on her life.

Hospital NHS trust turns 
around financial position 


AN independant regulator 
has announced Dorset 
County Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust has 
turned around its financial 
position following a three 
year battle to make sav¬ 
ings. 

Monitor, an independant 
regulator NHS Foundation 
Trusts found DCHFT in 
significant breach of its 
terms of authorisation as a 
foundation trust on Octo¬ 
ber 28th 2009, due to its 
serious ongoing financial 
position. 

Since then the trust has 
appointed a new perma¬ 
nent executive team to 
lead the financial recovery 
and has been working hard 
to make savings while 
maintaining quality care 
for patients. 

The trust was facing a 
deficit of £5.1 million at 
the end of 2009/10. It 


ended 2010/11 with a 
£3.3million deficit and is 
predicting a surplus of 
£700,000 for the end of 
2011/12. 

Chairman of DCHFT Dr 
Jeffrey Ellwood said: “It 
has been difficult and 
challenging getting where 
we are today. 

“On behalf of the Board, 
I wish to thank all stake¬ 
holders of DCH for their 
patience, understanding, 
but above all for their con¬ 
tributions on the journey 
to recovery. 

“This simply would not 
have been possible with¬ 
out the engagement and 
support of our staff and 
our Governors, all of 
whom have maintained 
their determination to see 
DCH return to financial 
sustainability. 

“We now have a plat¬ 
form on which to move 
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DCH forward in challeng¬ 
ing times for the whole of 
the NHS, and to provide 
our community with the 
health care they deserve.” 

Chief Executive of 
DCHFT Jean O’Callaghan 
said: “Getting out of 
breach recognises the or¬ 
ganisation’s hard work to 
reverse its financial posi¬ 
tion whilst improving 
quality. It shows how far 
we have come over the 
last two years. 

“Staff throughout the or¬ 


ganisation have worked 
incredibly hard to make 
savings while striving to 
improve standards of care. 
Everyone can take great 
pride in what has been 
achieved. 

“It will still be very chal¬ 
lenging but now it is time 
to leave the poor perform¬ 
ance of the past behind 
and move forward to en¬ 
sure we can continue to 
provide first class services 
for our patients now and 
into the future.”

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CHARMOUTH born Tom Summers returned to his 
Dorset roots last year after escaping from seven 
years in the London rat race. 

As a child Tom attended Charmouth Primary 
School and Colyton Grammar School before, in¬ 
spired by the Heritage coast, going to Reading 
University to study Physical Geography. 

After finishing university Tom found he wasn't 
qualified for much so moved to the capital where 
he fell into a career in marketing, working for the 
likes of Red Bull, Innocent Smoothies and Magn- 
ers Cider. 

After enjoying the excess of his London lifestlye 
for seven years Tom returned to the area to help 
his mother with her own business venture. Felic¬ 
ity's Farm Shop in Morcombelake. 

Tom is now Deputy Manager of the shop or, as 
he puts it, general dogsbody and minion to his 
mother. 

On his return Tom became Chairman of Char¬ 
mouth First Cubs and Scouts group and has re¬ 
cently ventured into the realm of pig keeping 
with his Uncle, John Summers. 


■ WHAT made you return to your Dorset roots? 

I'd had enough of being in the rat race and, when you're 
born here, the west Dorset countryside just gets into your 
heart, it’s such a beautiful place to be. I can't really ex¬ 
plain it but it just has a real magnetic draw for me, it’s 
home. 

■ YOU'VE been back for a year, do you plan to stay 
longer? 

I think so, my mother has done a really good job setting 
up the farm shop and I’m sure she doesn't really require 
me anymore but if she'll have me, I'll stay. I have respon¬ 
sibilities now, I’ve got the pigs to look after, so we shall 
see where the future takes me. 

■ ARE you pleased with how the farm shop has de¬ 
veloped in its first year? 

I'm really pleased, mum and her staff have worked really 
hard. Our customers have been really supportive and 
lovely and our suppliers have really been understanding, 
patient and lovely as well. 

■ WHAT do you think is the secret to its success? 

I think the staff. Hopefully we all radiate a happy positive 
vibe and make it a nice place for people to come. We like 
to think we are part of the community, a place where peo¬ 
ple can roll up for a chat, to hang out and have fun with 
us. 

■ YOUR first batch of pigs will be ready for Christ¬ 
mas, will you be sad to see them go? 



I try to be brave and not think about it. It is tough because 
they are so happy to see you, probably because you turn 
up with the food, but that is life and the nature of the busi¬ 
ness unfortunately. I will be sad to see them go but life 
goes on and we will get more pigs. My comfort is know¬ 
ing that they have had a fantastic life, they've got a huge 
paddock to roam around so they are happy pigs. 

■ WAS it sad to see the first Charmouth Cubs and 
Scouts struggling? 

It was because it was a huge part of my upbringing here, 
it gave me a huge sense of community involvement and 
a sense of adventure. From the age of seven I was in the 
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Cubs and we used to go camping, kayaking, orienteering 
and just having good fun really. Loads of the guys and 
girls from the village were part of it and it was a great 
way to mix with people of all ages. 

■ ARE you glad to see them going from strength to 
strength now? 

I'm really glad, but I can't take any of the credit for it, The 
hard work has been done by the scout and cub leaders. 
Kevin the scout leader and, Tony and Maggie, the cub 
leaders have done a wonderful job. They have done won¬ 
ders planning a really good programme, they've doubled 
the cub numbers and really put some energy into it, it’s a 
great service for the youngsters of charmouth. 

■ WOULD you recommend it to all young people? 

Absolutely, it's free to try it out so just pop down for a 
couple of sessions. In the last few weeks they have en¬ 
tered a go-karting competition, they took part in a swim¬ 
ming gala in Bridport, there is a 24 hour camp coming up 
next year and all sorts of Christmas parties and fun activ¬ 
ities. 

■ WHAT were some of the highlights of your mar¬ 
keting career? 

It was outrageous, it was rock and roll and completely 
daft, but great fun. We went skidooing in Antarctica, par¬ 
tying in Moroccan palaces, rally car driving, I learnt to 
wake board on a lake in Austria. Lots of good fun and hi 
jinx, but it’s lovely to be back here, it feels a bit more real. 
I couldn't go walking in London, I couldn't climb golden 
cap or keep pigs, it’s not better or worse it’s just a differ¬ 
ent chapter of my life that I want to embrace.

A DORSET based homeless charity is 
looking for donations to help make 
Christmas special for young people 
who may be without a home at this time 
of year. 

Young people can find themselves 
homeless for many reasons, from a 
breakdown in the family home to stud- 
dent unemployment. 

Local authorities only have a duty to 
provide emergency accommodation for 
young people with a “priority need”, 
which is often difficult for them to se¬ 
cure. 

Those without a priority need are of¬ 
fered advice and information but rarely 
somewhere to stay. 

And this is where Nightstop steps in. 

Nightstop aims to keep young people 
in a safe, friendly environment whilst 
allowing agencies time to look at long¬ 
term solutions to their homelessness. It 
is not a solution in itself. 

Dorset Nightstop provides emergency 
accommodation for young people be¬ 
tween the ages of 16 - 25, the young¬ 
sters staying in the homes of carefully 
recruited, fully checked and trained vol¬ 
unteers who are supported by project 
staff. 

Accommodation is on a one-night-at- 
a-time basis for a maximum of three 
nights. They can expect a free service, 
an evening meal, washing facilities, a 
room of their own for the night, break¬ 
fast, a listening ear if needed, a tempo¬ 
rary safe environment, and a breathing 
space to allow them to get support and 
move towards finding more permanent 
accommodation. 

This is only a short term solution 
when other options are not available, 
but is nonetheless a vitally important 
service which keeps many young peo¬ 
ple off the streets and out of danger. 

Christmas is a time when pressures on 
young people and their families often 
reach breaking point. 

This year Dorset Nightstop have 
launched an appeal to help make their 
stay in emergency accommodation as 
comfortable as possible. 

As one of the charities to benefit from

the Mayor of Dorchester’s appeal this 
year, Councillor Tess James said: “With 
the approach of Christmas, we should 
spare some time to remember those at 
risk of becoming homeless, for what¬ 
ever reason, often due to circumstances 
beyond their control. 

“Any small item people feel they are 
able to donate to Dorset Nightstop to 
help bring a few home comforts to 
those facing the festive season without 
their families will be most gratefully re¬ 
ceived.” 

The Octagon Cafe on Poundbury has 
generously agreed to support the Dorset 
Nightstop appeal. 

There is a large, red Christmas stock¬ 
ing hanging inside the cafe, just waiting 
to be filled. 

The charity are looking for donations 
of unused clothes, especially gloves, 
scarves and hats, toiletries such as soap, 
toothpaste, shower gel and deodorant, 
unwanted food and blankets, and any 
loose change to help purchase some of 
the items needed. 

Sophie Tscheppera of Nightstop said: 
“We are looking for anything people 
feel may be useful, particularly with the 
winter months approaching. 

“Any item that will help make these 
young people more comfortable will be 
particularly welcome, as many leave 
home with little if any essentials.” 

Proprietor of the Octagon Cafe, Jane 
Nolting-May, is delighted to be lending 
her backing to this extremely worth¬ 
while project. 

She said: “It is important we do as 
much as we can for this disadvantaged 
young people, especially at this time of 
the year.” 

Dorset Nightstop are also desperately 
looking for more volunteers to act as 
hosts or drivers. 

They offer full training and support 
for all their volunteers, whether its giv¬ 
ing a young person a bed for the night 
or safe transport to their accomnmoda- 
tion.

NORRIE WOODHALL 

1905-2011 

Tribute by Anita Harries 


T HE United Church 
in Dorchester was 
a fitting stage for a 
memorial service cele¬ 
brating the life of Norrie 
Woodhall, last of the 
original Hardy Players. 

Many of these original 
Hardy Players were 
members of this very 
church, along with all the 
members of Nome’s 
family, when it was orig¬ 
inally known as the Con- 


gregationalist Church. 
“The sermons were long, 
and the seats became 
harder and harder”, is 
how Norrie herself re¬ 
membered her church¬ 
going days as a child. 

But this was not a for¬ 
mal memorial service. 
Light-hearted and full of

life showed it is never 
too late to make your 
mark. 

“She was a remarkable 
part of our community 
and our town.” 


A special tribute to 
Norrie was made by Lord 
Lellowes of West 
Stafford, President of the 
Thomas Hardy Society 
and a friend of this re¬ 
markable lady. 

He spoke with genuine 
affection, recounting how 
he first met her when 
plans to hold a produc¬ 
tion by the New Hardy 
Players at Stafford House 
were put before him. 

“I only hope I shall be 
spared long enough to 
see this first production” 
she quipped at the age of 
100! She was and many 
more besides. 

“A lasting memory of 
Norrie,” Lord Lellowes 
added, “was the passion 
with which she defended 
her sister Gertrude and 
the intense dislike she 
had for Hardy’s second 
wife, Llorence, responsi¬ 
ble for the disbanding of 
the original Hardy Play¬ 
ers. 

“It was a real privilege 
to have known her, with 
her steely determination, 
her passion and enthusi¬ 
asm, her sense of hu¬ 
mour, and that distinctive 
twinkle in her eye.” 


Town Crier Alistair 
Chisholm, unable to be 
present in person, paid 
tribute by video link. He 
said: “She has left a valu¬ 
able and tangible legacy. 
Remarkable in so many 
ways, I shall remember 
her with fondness, admi¬ 


ration, and respect. Her 
indomitable spirit and 
resolute manner will in¬ 
spire us all for years to 
come.” 

Other tributes to Norrie 
came from her close 
friend Devina Symes, 
speaking on behalf of the 


New Hardy Players. 

She touched on Nor¬ 
rie’s life, her talents as 
both a poet and an artist, 
and the tremendous im¬ 
pact Thomas Hardy had 
on her life after her hun¬ 
dredth birthday.

Rotary pledge support for refuge 


MOLLIE Rennie from the West Dorset 
Women’s Refuge recently gave a talk to 
Dorchester Rotarians. 

Councillor Mollie Rennie, one of the 
driving forces behind the refuge for over 
13 years and a champion for the causes of 
domestic violence and abuse, addressed a 
meeting of the Dorchester Rotary Club. 

Over these 13 years the refuge has pro¬ 
vided help to 495 women and 687 chil¬ 
dren. But perhaps more distressing is the 
fact that during the same period, they 
were unable to give assistance to 2,321 
women and 3,347 children through lack 
of resources. 

The refuge movement is now in its 40th 
year, and on average at least 1,600 
women enter a refuge every day. 

Such is the demand for their services, 
Mollie explained that they have reluc¬ 
tantly set a six month deadline on how 
long a woman can stay in the local refuge. 

At the end of the six month period, the 
woman and her children, if any, are not 
thrown out onto the streets to be at the 
mercy of their abuser once again. 


What it does do is allow other agencies 
to step into the breach and offer secure ac¬ 
commodation. 

The end of Mollie’s presentation saw 
Rotarians eager to discover how they 
could offer support to such a worthwhile 
cause. 

She said: “It is usually the little things 
that can make the biggest difference. 
“The excitement caused when the passing 
Rotary Christmas Sleigh stopped outside 
the refuge is just one example, something 
that is being planned for this year as well. 

“And if you buy something new, please 
consider renewing or recycling the life of 
the item by passing it on to the refuge. 
Certainly new clothes, undergarments, 
bedding and suchlike are an absolute 
must for women and children who un¬ 
doubtedly will have left home with noth¬ 
ing but the clothes they stand up in.” 

Rotarian Richard Coode offered up a 
vote of thanks to Mollie, and President 
Pauline Camm pledged the club would 
continue to support the refuge in any way 
they could.

Bartlett from the Access

physical disabilites. 

The problems then be¬ 
came only too clear, and it 
was obvious something 
needed to be done in order 
to rectify the situation. 

Although the toilet met 
with the required specifi¬ 
cations for some people, 
for others the problem of 


opening the door with the 
RADAR key and keeping 
it open, particularly whilst 
manoeuvering a wheel¬ 
chair or buggy, was just 
too much to cope with. 

The Borough Gardens 
Panel sought advice from 
the local branch of 
Remap. This nationwide 
network of dedicated vol¬ 
unteers use their skills and 
ingenuity to help people 


with disabilities achieve 
independence in many as¬ 
pects of their lives, and 
enjoy leisure opportunities 
previously closed to them. 

Remap recommended a 
remote control, or remote 
assist, that opens the door 
when the RADAR key is 
activated. Approved by 
the town council, this re¬ 
mote assist has now been 
fitted and will hopefully 


allow everyone who is 
disabled to make full use 
of the facilities. 

Complete with red rib¬ 
bon and scissors, and the 
odd toilet roll or two, it 
fell to the Mayor of 
Dorchester to officially 
launch this new piece of 
technology. And with a 
very obliging gentleman 
in a buggy ensuring that 
all was in perfect working 
order, this simple solution 
will remedy a whole host 


of mobility problems. 

Ray Bartlett, chairman 
of the Access Group, said: 
“When this problem was 
put before our group, we 
were very pleased the 
town council were able to 
initiate a solution. 

“Working together we 
have listened to the initial 
concerns from the public 
and made things happen. 
This remote assist is a 
godsend to all those with 
real mobility problems.”

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Keep your toilets clean! 
There is no excuse! 


A FEW simple and proactive 
steps can make all the differ¬ 
ence when cleaning your toi¬ 
let. Many people and 
organisations (in non cus¬ 
tomer areas) neglect their 
toilets - possibly because it is 
seen as low priority and an 
unpleasant job.

Gypsy does things her 
way on new album 


WITH a haunting emotion and earnestness to her vocals, Gypsy Watkins 
'My Way' is a stirring album of covers of some of her favourite songs. 

Where some cover albums stray wildly from the originals to the extent 
they are unrecognisable, or stick so closely you can't tell them apart, 
Gypsy's album has the right mix of original arrangements and personal 
stylings. 

'My Way' begins with Brenda Lee's 'Always On My Mind', made famous by 
Elvis Presley. The track is not too over-elaborate musically, and is effective 
as a result, making full use of the brilliantly written song, and allowing 
Gypsy's soaring-yet-delicate vocals to stand prominently. 

'Edelweiss', the Rodgers and Hammerstein classic from The Sound of Music, 
sees Gypsy effortlessly shift her vocal to a dramatic show-tune style, backed 
by strings which really pick out the tenderness of her delivery. 

Heading to a modern classic, Gypsy re-genders Robbie Williams' 'Angels'. 
This one builds slowly through the verse, before a rock punch hits the cho¬ 
rus. A touching take on the popular hit, Gypsy really blasts this out like she 
means it. 

The album takes an interesting turn with fourth track 'Nella Fantasia' ('In 
My Fantasy'). Sung in Italian, this is the first example of Gypsy's'other' voice 
- opera. Nella Fantasia was made famous by Sarah Brightman, and has also 
been performed by II Divo and Paul Potts. Gypsy delivers a wonderful soar¬ 
ing opera vocal 

With an 80s rockfeel, Gypsy's version of'Wind Beneath My Wings'- made 
famous by Bette Midler - is a subtle and heartfelt rock ballad, but also fea¬ 
tures a Slash-esque guitar solo, which gives the song a great kick. 

Bouncy aria 'Ah Je Ris' (The Jewel Song) shows Gypsy's opera abilities off 
again perfectly. An impressive and seemingly effortless delivery of the 
song, you can hear the enjoyment in singing this song in her vocal. 

Shifting from the higher-range of'Ah Je Ris', 'My Way' visits a soul classic: 
Diana Ross' 'When You Tell Me That You Love Me'. Perhaps the least suited 
to Gypsy's distinctive vocals of all the songs, 'When You Tell Me...' still 
demonstrates her flexibility and is a solid effort. 

'Queen Of The Night'(also known as'Der Holle Rache kocht in meinem 
Herzen') from The Magic Flute, goes back to opera for Gypsy, and features 
some wonderful stage-worthy vocal gymnastics. 

The penultimate offering on 'My Way' is Kris Kristofferson's country ballad 
'Help Me Make It Through The Night', a slow-burning emotion-filled per¬ 
formance. 

The final song on the album is also the title track, 'My Way', made famous 
by Frank Sinatra. A faithful take on one of the all-time classics, Gypsy doesn't 
over elaborate her vocals, instead delivering a strong and clear ending to 
an impressive album.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


ROBERT Frost, the great American writer, won no 
less than four Pulitzer Prizes for his poetry. Some 
of his best verse was written here in England 
where he lived from 1912 to 1915. He became a 
close friend of Edward Thomas. Both were pas¬ 
sionate about the countryside and would share 
long walks together. Frost's first collection of 
verse, A Boy's Will, was published in 1913 and in¬ 
cluded this: 

MY NOVEMBER GUEST 

My Sorrow, when she's here with me, 

Thinks these dark days of autumn rain 
Are beautiful as days can be; 

She loves the bare, the withered tree; 

She walks the sodden pasture lane. 

Her pleasure will not let me stay. 

She talks and I am fain to list: 

She's glad the birds are gone away, 

She's glad her simple worsted grey 
Is silver now with clinging mist. 

The desolate, deserted trees, 

The faded earth, the heavy sky, 

The beauties she so truly sees, 

She thinks I have no eye for these, 

And vexes me for reason why. 

Not yesterday I learned to know 
The love of bare November days 
Before the coming of the snow, 

But it were vain to tell her so, 


And they are better for her praise. 

In 1894, when Frost was downcast due to the re¬ 
fusal of his fiancee to marry him (they married a 
year later) he trudged for many days through a 
place on the Virginia-North Carolina border 
named Dismal Swamp. His walk provided the in¬ 
spiration for this poem. 

RELUCTANCE 

Out through the fields and the woods 
And over the walls I have wended; 

I have climbed the hills of view 
And looked at the world, and descended; 

I have come by the highway home, 

And Io, it is ended. 

The leaves are all dead on the ground, 

Save those that the oak is keeping 
To ravel them one by one 
And let them go scraping and creeping 
Out over the crusted snow, 

When others are sleeping. 

And the dead leaves lie huddled and still, 

No longer blown hither and thither; 

The last lone aster is gone; 

The flowers of the witch hazel wither; 

The heart is still aching to seek, 

But the feet question 'Whither?' 

Ah, when to the heart of man 
Was it ever less than a treason 


To go with the drift of things, 

To yield with a grace to reason, 

And bow and accept the end 
Of a love or a season? 

At John F. Kennedy's request, Frost read out this 
poem at JFK's inauguration in 1961. Frost died 
two years later at the age of eighty-eight. 

THE GIFT OUTRIGHT 

The land was ours before we were the land's. 
She was our land more than a hundred years 
Before we were her people. She was ours 
In Massachusetts, in Virginia, 

But we were England's, still colonials, 
Possessing what we still were unpossessed by, 
Possessed by what we now no more possessed. 
Something we were withholding made us weak 
Until we found out that it was ourselves 
We were withholding from our land of living, 
And forthwith found salvation in surrender. 
Such as we were we gave ourselves outright 
(The deed of gift was many deeds of war) 

To the land vaguely realizing westward, 

But still unstoried, artless, unenhanced, 

Such as she was, such as she would become.

Scottish folk legend returns to Dorchester 


ONE of the giant names in folk music - the 
legendary Scottish folk singer Dick Gaughan - returns 
to Dorchester Arts Centre on Saturday, November 26th, 
after his sellout concert two years ago. 

He has been hailed as one of the biggest protest 
singers of his generation with a career spanning over 
four decades. His songs have been recorded by Billy 
Bragg and Mary Black and Capercaillie. John Peel de¬ 
scribed him as"oneofthe five or six great voices of our 
time" and the Guardian said of him "How music from 
the gut really sounds". 

He is the only performer to hold the dual honours of 
a Lifetime Achievement award by BBC Radio 2 Folk 
Awards and honoured in the Scots Traditional Music 
Hall of Fame. 

Dick Gaughan was born in Glasgow and mainly 
brought up in Leith. His mother, was a Highland Scot 
and a singer in both Gaelic and English. His father, Dick, 
was born in Leith of an Irish father, an Irish speaker and 
fiddle player. Gaughan was brought up immersed in the 
musical traditions and culture of the Gaels, both Scots 
and Irish, which naturally, therefore, provide the foun¬ 
dation for everything he does. 

His greatest musical love is for the ancient traditional 
Scots ballads. Also known asThe Muckle Sangs, the big 
story songs which form a substantial part of Scotland's 
living wealth of traditional song. 

Over the years, Dick Gaughan has recorded and per¬ 


formed many of these 'Muckle Sangs'. The great Scots 
Ballads are mostly of very great antiquity with some of 
the themes and motifs being traceable back thousands 
of years. They are dramatic and powerful and full of 
mystical and supernatural references and Gaughan has 
always insisted that the greatest singer of ballads he 
ever was privileged to hear and learn from was the late 
Jeannie Robertson. 

He has also composed music for films for the BBC, 
Scottish Arts Council and independent producers as 
well as a full symphony ("Treaty 300") and a 12-part 
suite for orchestra ("Timewaves") and been an actor and 
theatre music director, having been in both roles with 
the celebrated 7:84 (Scotland) Theatre Company in the 
early 80s. 

Having very eclectic tastes, he also plays everything 
from free jazz and rock to country music. He plays most 
fretted stringed instruments but his natural instrument, 
and perhaps what he is happiest doing, is acoustic gui¬ 
tar.

thanks to a bodyshell that 
has been rendered 14 per 
cent more rigid; front and 
rear suspension revisions; 
and an optimised seating 


position for the driver. The 
driver can also adjust vehi¬ 
cle behaviour to suit road 
conditions and driving 
preferences using the 
Drive Mode Select. This 
gives the option of Eco, 
Normal and Sport S 
modes, while versions 
equipped with Adaptive 
Variable Suspension offer 
a further Sport S+ mode 
for even more dynamic 
performance. 

Safety provisions will in¬ 
clude Lexus's advanced 
Pre-Crash Safety system, 


combined with Vehicle

European MOT rules a 
road safety danger 


THE lAM's latest poll shows that 60 
per cent of motorists think that a car's 
first MOT should continue to be car¬ 
ried out after three years.Twenty-nine 
per cent think we should move to a 
European system. 

A new European Union directive 
sets down a minimum requirement 
for a vehicle roadworthiness test - the 
MOT - with the first test when the car 
is no more than four years old, and 
subsequent tests no more than two 
years apart.This is known as the four- 
two-two cycle. Most of Europe uses 
the directive's minimum require¬ 
ments of testing. 

The UK has a more stringent cycle of 
testing - the first test when the car is 
three years old, followed by annual 
testing - a three-one-one cycle. De¬ 
spite this, 27 per cent of three year old 
cars in the UK fail their first MOT test*. 
In France, where the test cycle is four- 
two-two, six per cent of cars fail the 
first test at four years old. 

People are generally confident 
about the MOT test, with 63 per cent 
believing the test will always pick up 
potential dangers with the car or bike. 
Thirty per cent believe garages are 


not independent enough to conduct 
MOTs, 26 per cent think that garages 
deliberately find things wrong in 
order to get money out of them, and 
40 per cent think there is no consis¬ 
tency between garages in the way 
they do the test. The 1AM believes 
these concerns should be addressed 
through a review before the govern¬ 
ment considers any changes to MOT 
testing. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: 
"In a time when people are struggling 
financially, the MOT seems to be one 
cost they are happy to pay. The I AM is 
wary of abandoning our well-estab¬ 
lished and accepted cycle of MOT 
testing. The poll suggests that most 
motorists are happy with it. 

"But the question needs to be 
asked, why are so many cars in the UK 
failing at only three years, and why 
does France have a much better pass 
rate at four years? Before any change 
to the system, the government 
should commission a review to assure 
motorists that MOT tests are safe, re¬ 
liable and consistent. The test should 
be for the benefit of road safety - not 
the garages that carry it out."

THERE was a full round of league fixtures on Saturday last 
but, being an uxorious husband, I was absent from all 
touchlines and took my wife to a concert in Plymouth. 
Sadly I missed the local derby between Weymouth and 
Bridport. 

WEYMOUTH 29 BRIDPORT 13 

IT was the home side who certainly started the better in 
this local derby, and they took the lead with a penalty 
goal, kicked by Nick Sheppard. 

This was followed in short order by a converted try, after 
winger Will Quick had stepped his marker and got over 
out wide, and Sheppard had kicked the conversion from 
near touch. 

The home side were then appraised of the fact that they 
were not going to have things all their own way for, hav¬ 
ing now settled, Bridport began to impose some pressure 
of their own and were in the ascendancy for much of the 
remainder of the half. 

They got a score back during this period when, from a 
rolling maul set up by their pack, the ball came to centre 
Dave Cutting.

Simkin proud to have left his mark

WITH no decision yet on a new manager 
caretaker Phil Simkin doesn't know 
whether last Saturday's goalless draw to 
high flying Sutton United will be his last. 

Since he took over from Ashley Vickers 
four weeks ago the Magpies have gone 
six games unbeaten with four victories 
and two draws against top three opposi¬ 
tion. What he does know is that he is ex¬ 
tremely proud of his team and of himself. 

In the press conference immediately 
after the game, asked whether this was 
his last game in temporary charge he 
said: "I've no idea what is happening but 
if that is my last game then it's not a bad 
run to go out on is it? And what's going 
to happen to me? I don't know. 

"However I do feel that whatever hap¬ 
pens now, I have made my mark, and I'm 
very proud of that." 

Simkin also praised his team for their 
commitment to the club and to him. 

"The lads are absolutely exhausted and 
can hardly lift their legs up in the dressing 
room and whatever happens in the future 


I'll never forget what they have done for 
me; they've really, really played for me. 

"We perhaps should have won the 
Chelmsford game in the last five minutes, 
but that one and this one against Sutton 
probably shows how far we have come; 
we would have lost those not too long 
ago rather convincingly I suspect, but 
they have proved what they can do." 

In a game that saw Dorchester under 
pressure in the first-half, Simkin explained 
why he made a change as early as the 
39th minute when he replaced Rico Wil¬ 
son with Ryan Dovell. 

"Sutton had quality all over the pitch 
with very experienced players at this level 
and above, and the first half was difficult 
for us. 

"They played three in midfield which we 
tried to deal with by squeezing our four 
in which we've done in the past but today 


we didn't manage to do that which is why 
I made the change. 

"Rico was a bit unfortunate to come off 
but I had to change things because it was 
hurting us. I did warn the lads beforehand 
they might go 4-5-1 and if they did that I 
would change it, and it proved to be the 
right decision. 

"We put Ryan Dovell in a midfield three 
and gave him licence to get forward and 
I thought he was absolutely exceptional. 

"He's disappointed he didn't score but 
he probably made the wrong choice and 
it probably came too early in the game for 
him but I thought he was outstanding 

He also praised Ben Dickenson who he 
said learned a lot from the game. "To play 
up front at that age against those experi¬ 
enced defenders was hard, but I thought 
he acquitted himself well." 

Simkin was reluctant to pick out individ¬ 


uals in what he thought was 'a total team 
performance'praising his side for keeping 
another clean sheet, his third since he has 
been in charge. 

"We defended absolutely brilliantly, and 
the fact is if you don't concede goals you 
are not going to lose." 

"There's a misconception in football 
that you have to win every game and 
that's not the case. 

"You look to get something out of every 
game and as points go that is a very good 
point for us and I'm absolutely delighted 
particularly by our second-half perform¬ 
ance. 

"We took the game to them and 
thought we were unlucky not to win it at 
the end, but if somebody had offered me 
a draw before the game I would have 
probably taken it." 

Meanwhile Simkin waits to see if his 
work in turning the club's results around 
will be rewarded with the job on a perma¬ 
nent basis.
